Washington, December 14.—(/)— 
Intention of the government to insti- 
tute fraud proceedings to recover prof- 
its collected under the Harry F. Sin- 
clair contract for the government's 
royalty oil in the Salt Creek, Wyo., 
field was disclosed to the senate lands 
committee today by William J. Dono- 
van, assistant to the attorney general. 

The contract was let originally by 
Albert B. Fall, as secretary of interior 
in 1922, and the government now pro- 
poses, Mr. Donovan testified, to charge 
fraud in the award of the contract 
and named both men and the Sinclair 
Crude Oil Purchasing company, the 
Sinclair Pipe Line company and the 
Mammoth Oil company. 

* Senate Body Is Informed. 

The assistant attorney general vol- 
unteered this information while on the 
committee witness stand for question- 
ing as to his inquiry into the Sinclair 
cantract for the Salt Creek oil which 
was declared yoid by the department 
of justice last October. He said the 
government’s petition case would be 
filed shortly and already would have 
Leen in the court except for the sen- 
ate investigation. , 

Although the Sinclair contract was 
cancelled last October immediately 
after the department of justice ruling 


that it was invalid, Mr. Donovan said 
the government would institute the 
fraud proceedings in an effort to re- 
cover all profits collected by the Sin- 
clair interests over the almost six- 
year veriod in which the contract was 
in effect. 

How large a sum is involved has 
not been estimated but it is believed 
the profits will amount into the mil- 
lions of dollars. More than 20,000,- 
000 barrels of oil were taken from the 
field by the Sinclair interests under 
the contract. 

Inquiry Is Started. 

Mr. Donovan was called to the 
stand by Senator Walsh, democrat, 
Montana, to tell of the six months 
study by the department of the Sin- 
clair contract which was renewed last 
February by Secretary Work of the 
interior department. He said the case 
was received from the attorney-general 
last March after President Coolidge 
had suggested an inquiry into the re- 
newal of the contract. 

He also said Senator Walsh had 
been called in to discuss the case and 


declared “‘we agreed that it would be- 


difficult to invalidate the contract un- 
less fraud could be shown,” He quot- 
ed Senator Walsh as saying at that 
conference that it would be difficult 
to show fraud.

Medical experts had said last 
night that if the king maintained 
through today the improvement which 
was noted on Thursday, the outlook 
would be favorable despite: the likeli- 
hood of a prolonged illness. 

Conversely, they had said, if the im- 
provement were not maintained the 
outlook would be grave. 

Anxiety Returns, 

The announcement of the physi- 
cians, which was interpreted as indi- 
eating that his majesty had lost 
ground in his stubborn fight for life, 
replaced with deep anxiety the feel- 
ing of encouragement which had been 
prevalent since yesterday morning. 

The day had been a quiet one at the 
palace, despite the fact it was the 
33d birthday of the Duke of York, 
second son of King George and ()ueen 
Mary and next to the Prince of Wales 
in order of succession to the throne.

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$240,000 URGED 
FOR EXPANSION 
OF CITY AIRPOR] 


Committee To Present 
Recommendations Call- 
ing for Development of 
Candler Field. 


A program for development of Can- 
dler field, ealling for an estimated 
investment of $240,000, was approved 
Friday afternoon by the airport com- 
mittee of city council, and will be 
presented to council by the committee 
as a basis upon which a class “A” 
airport canbe built. 

The committee decided to recom- 
mend to the 1929 city council as the 
retiring 1928 airport committee that 
a field manager be engaged, and that, 
most important of all, the option be 
taken up and the field purchased from 
the Candlers for $100,000. 

The general outline of the proposed 
extension of Candler field calls for 
grading of the field and the addition 
of enough land to give two 2,700-foot 
runways, a 2,800-foot runway anda 
3,800-foot runway. Grading plans call 
for excavation of approximately 300,- 
QUO yards cf dirt and rock and de- 
positing the dirt thus acquired in the 
low places. 

Expansion Plans. 

Under the proposed expansion plans, 
a concrete “apron” would be construct- 
ed 200 feet wide in front of the hangar 
line, and additional hangar space 
would be provided. A publie park 
would be laid out in the northern end 
of the property, fronting Virginia ave- 
hue, aud the park would include base- 
a tennis courts and a 

All of the territory within the race 
track oval, svuuth of the hangar line 
would be leveled off so that not more 
than a one per cent grade would exist 
from the center of the ridge, which 
does hot run through the field, and 
the section of the field would be tak- 
en in up to Whipple avenue, accord- 


ing to the plan approved by the com- 
mittee. The longest runway would be 
from the southeast to the northwest. 
James G. Ray, operations manager 
of Pitcairn Aviation, Ine., told the 
committee that additional ‘hangar 
space will be needed by his firm in 
the near future, as the company plans 
bringing three tri-motored Ford planes 
here next May for passenger service.

Anti-American Outbursts 
Fail To Develop Again; 
Crowds Acclaim Presi- 
dent-Elect. 


Buenos Aires, December 14.—(A)— 
President-elect Hoover went  sight- 
seeing through the streets of the capi- 
tal and appeared at several receptions 
here today. There was no recurrence of 
anti-American demonstrations. 

Mayor Cantilo conducted Mr. Hoo- 
ver this morning on a round of visits 
to such prominent spots in the city as 
the post office building, Palmermo 
park, where stands a monument to 
George Washington, police and fire 
headquarters and the internationally 
known avenues of Callao Mayo and 
Costanera. 

Mr. Hoover called at the United 
States embassy in the afternoon and 
went from there amid the acclaim of 
c wds which nearly equalled those 
of his arrival day, to the government 
house. He was accompanied by Mayor 
Cantilo, United States Ambassador 
Bliss and the chief of police. 

President Yrigoyen was waiting to 
shake hands with the president-elect 
and introduced him to the ministers 
of his cabinet. The conversation was 
general, but finally Mr. Hoover, Vres- 
his foreign min- 
ister formed a separate group which 
discussed for a long time affairs 
touching on their respective countries. 

Five hundred persons gathered in 
the Plaza hotel in the late afternoon 
to shake hands with Mr. and Mrs. 
Iloover when they appeared as guests 
of the American colony. 

La Prensa in an editorial today 
said that Mr. Hoover is a representa- 
tive of a democracy which is distin- 
guished among the nations for its 
model civil organization and the great 
implusion it has given to human proz- 
ress.

Real Epidemic Here Is One 
of Hysteria, Doctor 
Says. 


BY LOYD A. WILHOIT. 
Like Mark ‘Twain’s' premature 
“death,” reports of Atlanta's much- 
talked-of flu epidemic are greatly ex- 


aggerated. 

This was the opinion expressed Fri- 
day by Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city health 
officer, upon whose advice several 
days ago the city authorities declined 
to close the public schools fer the 
remainder of the year. 

‘‘Unquestionably there’s flu in At- 
lanta,” Dr. Kennedy said. “In fact, 
there’s quite a bit of it, but- investi- 
_gation of health and mortality records 
and comparison with the figures dur- 
ing corresponding periods last year 
show conclusively that there, is noth- 
ing to be greatly alarmed over. 


Epidemic of Hysteria. 

“Tt might be added that there's a 
real epidemic in Atlanta, but it’s an 
epidemic of hysteria that is transform- 
ing everything from slight colds to 
penumonia into flu and resulting in 
constantly growing exaggeration as ta 
the importance of the local health sit- 
uation.” 

Pointing to’ the fact that Atlanta 
has the reputation of being one of the 
healthiest cities in the Uinted States, 
Dr. Kennedy added that inquiries have 
revealed the fact that flu—or_ the 
various illnesses described by that 
name—is just as prevalent on Geor- 
gia farms and remote rural sections as 
in Atlanta. 

“The truth is that we know’ very 
little about influenza.” Dr. Kennedy 
pointed out. “I'm convinced that it 
should be viewed with sane, common 
sense and that Atlantans should be 
careful to live normal lives; sleeping 
in well-ventilated rooms, eating simple 
foods that nourish properly, avoiding 
chill and overheating, and conducting 
themselves in such a manner as to 
protect their bodies not only from flu 
but from all the illnesses that have a 
tendency to spread at this season of 
the year. 

“There is no cause for hysteria.

“We have had flu here for three 
weeks, and I believe that this week’s 
death total from all diseases and 
eauses will show a slight decline,” he 
declared. “It is true that reports of 
influenza have increased during the 
past two weeks, but I’m inclined to be- 
lieve most of these instances are colds 
magnified into flu.” 

Turning to the figures for this week 
last fall, Dr. Kennedy showed that 
numerous cases of flu were reported 
in Atlanta. 

“There’s no question but that the 
thing we are calling flu is going to re- 
main with us until next spring,” he 
said, “because winter is the natural 
season of bad colds, of pneumonia and 
kindred ailments. The best way to 
take care of ourselves is to stop the 
hysterical exaggeration and take care 
of ourselves in a safe and sane man- 
ner.’

Dr. Maurice Fishbein And 
Surgeon General Cumming 
Advise Simple Flu Remedy 


‘Flu’ Reporte 


Hot, Drinks, Fresh Air, 
Good Food Prescribed; 
ClosingTheaters,Schools 
Churches Does No Good. 


Chicago, December 14.—-(#)—The 
present sweep of influenza over the 
country is one of the minor outbreaks 
which regularly occur between major 
epidemic, Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor 
of the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal association, said in a statement to- 
day. 

Dr. Fishbein discussed the probable 
causes of the spread of the infection 
and gave suggestions for treatment. 

“Under modern conditions of civili- 
zation it is practically impossible for 
any human being to avoid contact with 
others for any considerable period of 
time,” said Dr. Fishbein. ‘“Authori- 
ties on school hygiene are agreed ygen- 
erally that, except under special cir- 
cumstances, schools should remain 
open. There was convincing proof 
during the 1918 epidemic that’ the 
closing of schools, theaters, churches, 
moving picture shows or business es- 
tablishments did not influence’ the 
spread of the disease, and in large 
communities little, if anything, is 
gained by closing such places. 

“The only possible scientific advice 
relative to the care of the disease is 
essentially simple, since there are no 
specific measures and since the condi- 
tion must be handled as the various 
symptoms develop. The person who is 
sick should go to bed immediately and 
should have the attention of a com- 
petent physician. It is probably well 
that he be isolated more or less in the 
home and that measures be taken to 
provide that he does not spread the 
disease by coughing and sneezing, and 
that he does not use the same towels, 
napkins, drinking cup and eating uten- 
sils as other members of the family. 

“Sinee the patient is likely to have 
a chill or to feel chilly, warm drinks, 
such as hot tea or lemonade or orange- 
ade are comforting and support his 
strength. Hot water, bags-at.the feet 
are helpful. He should have plenty 
of water. 

“After the severe symptoms have 
subsided, he should be given plenty 
of food to restore his strength, since 
the disease produces prostration. The 
patient should be kept warm, but suf- 
ficient fresh air and sunlight should

Washington, December 14.—()— 
The Swing-Johnson bill for a huge 
flood control, irrigation and power 
project on the Colorado river to cost 
$165,000,000 was passed by the senate 
late today after a ¢ontroversy that has 
extended throughout the better part 
of two administrations, 

The measure, popularly known as 
the Boulder Canyon Dam bill, was 
approved by a vote of 64 to 16. It 
now must go to conference to com- 
pose differences between the bill 
passed by the house last session: and 
the one acted upon today by the sen- 
ate. 

If a favorable vote is taken by both 
house and senate on the conference 
report, the measure will be sent to 
President Coolidge who, sponsors of 
the bill believe, is in sympathy with 
its general provisions. 

The scope of the measure as _ it 
concerns storage and use of waters 
for reclamation and flood contro} 
-works is among the most stupendous 
ever passed upon by congress. It 
proposes construction at the Black 


Canyon site in the Colorado river of 
a dam almost twice as large as any in 


existence. This structure would pro- 
vide water for irrigation in the seven 
state of the Colorado river basin. A 
power plant would be built at the dam 
to generate thousands of horsepower 
of energy for electrical uses in many 


localities of the west.

In addition, the measure would pro- 
vide for flood control works for the 


protection of Imperial valley in south- 


ern California, and also for construc- 
tion of an all-American canal across 
southern California from the Colo- 
rado river to bring irrigating waters 
into the valley.

SPEEDING IS HELD 
NO BAR TO RIGHT 
TO COMPENSATION 


The court of appeals Friday held 
that the fact that an automobile 
driver was violating a state speed law 
at the time when he was killed by col- 
lision of the machine and a train does 
not defeat the right of his dependents 
to recover compensation. 

The ruling arose when the widow 
of William H. Carroll, travelling man, 
cilled at Alma last July, appealed to | 
a decision by the superior court which 
upheld the action of the state indus- | 
trial commission in dismissing her ac- | 
tion because it was alleged Carroll 
was driving ‘‘about 50 miles an hour” 
at the time of the collision. 

The appellate court ruled that be- 
cause a driver may be violating a 
criminal law of the state in not hav- 
ing his vehicle under control and at 
a speed of 10 miles an hour at a 
grade crossing, such conduct does not 
constitute wilful failure nor refusal 
- perform duty as required by the 
aw.

G. i at the concluding business session of 


the international civic aeronautics 
conference. While a number of mem- 
bers viewed the suggestion favorably, 
no action was taken. 

Before the conference wound up 
its business it also received a mes- 


j}sage from Japan expressing apprecia- 


tion over the calling of the gathering 
by the United States. 

The Canadian suggestion came in 
the form of a statement by G. J. Des- 
barats, Canadian deputy minister of 
national defense. He said that after 
the world war the allies drew up an 
international air convention which 
provided for uniform standards by all 
signatory nations in the manufacture 
of aircraft. 

U. S. Has Not Ratified. 

This convention was not ratified, 
he said, by the United States, which 
set up its own standards for air 
worthiness requirements. In coun- 
tries such as Canada, he continued 
that import aircraft in large numbers 
from the United States, with its own 
standard for air worthiness, and from 
other countries which adhere to the 
provisions of the internctional air 
convention, some confusion has re- 
sulted. 

“Tt is very desirable therefore,” he 
ndded, “‘that these imported aircraft 
and aircraft parts should be built te 
the same standards as the aircraft 
actually manufactured in the import- 
ing country.” 

The good-will message from Japan 
was read by Setsuzo Sawada, chief of 
the Japanese delegation, and express- 
ed the admiration of the Japanese peo- 
nle for the great strides made by the 
United States in aviation. 

Pilgrimage to Kitty Hawk. 

After witnessing an exhibition of 
nirplane maneuvers at Bolling field 
tomorrow the conference will end wit 
a pilgrimage to Kitty Hawk, N. C., 
to participate in ceremonies at the 
plare where Orville Wright, official 
guest of the conference, made the first 
power driven heavier-than-air flight, 
25 years ago. 

Othe: papers presented today in- 
cluded one by Etienne Lardy, coun- 
selor of the Swiss legation in Wash- 
ington, dealing with the feats of two 
pioneer aviators of Switzerland, Oscar 
Bider and Walter Mittelholzer. Bider 
was the first to fly over the Pyrennes 
in 19135, and later in the same year 
made the first successful flight over 
the Alps. Mittelholzer won fame by 
his series of flights into the polar re- 
rions. 

Another paper, prepared by the 
Venezuelan legation, described the pe- 
culiar advantages of Venezuela for 
aviation. 

The conference ordered that mes- 
sages of sympathy and best wishes be 
sent to King George, of Great Britain, 
and to General Italo Balbo, of Italy, 
who became ill in Dayton, Ohio, and 
was prevented from heading the Ital- 
jan delegation to the conference. 

Captain Eduardo Laborde, of the 
Cuban army, at a conference subses< 
sion moved the adoption of Spanish as 
one of the official languages of any 
similar conference that might be held 
in the future, along with English and 
French No official action was taken 
on the motion.

He was sentenced to serve a life term 
on his conviction of a previous mur- 
der. His attorneys filed a_ petition 
for a rehearing which was denied by 
the supreme court in an opinion writ- 
ten by Judge Price Gilbert.

The disease, like most res- 
piratory diseases, does not produce 
immunity of any important duration.

enza epidemic, Surgeon General Cum- 
ming, of the United States feublic 
health service, warned today. 

He said it was impossible to pre- 
dict how widespread the epidemie 
might become. His present reports 
show 41,063 cases reported. Hundreds 
of cases probably have not been re- 
ported. 

It is not influenza that should be 
feared, the surgeon general explained, 
but the illnesses which often follow 
while the patient is weak, especially 
pneumonia, in which the mortality 
rate is high. 

He advised 
measures : 

Take advantage of open air and sun- 
shine. 

Avoid persons who are coughing and 
sneezing. 

Wash hands before eating. 

Do not use napkins, towers, 
ing cups, ete., unless sterilized. 

Keep up general health; drink plen- 
ty of water; eat wholesome food, 
sleep seven hours a day; keep away 
from influenza cases; avoid dust, over- 
heated rooms, and chilling. 

If any symptoms are noted go to 
bed at once.

Paraguayan delegate Eligio Ayala, 
in requesting that the conference ex- 
cuse him from voting on the resolu- 
tion, declared that the spirit of good 
will animating the conference was sim- 
ilar to that by which his country has 
been inspired and actuated. 

“When I left my country,” Ayala 
said, “there was no indication of an 
outbreak such as has taken place. At 
this distance I am unable to know 
what committments my government 
has made and what offers it may have 
accepted, Therefore, I ,respectively, 
request the conference to excuse me 
from voting.” 

The feeling expressed by many of

Prominent Louisville Attor- 
mney Makes Address to 
Lawyers Club. 


~ Benito Mussolini and the rise of the 
iascist movement in Italy was the sub- 
ject of an interesting address before 
‘he Atlanta Lawyers’ club Friday night 
y John C. Doolan, prominent lawyer 
* Louisville, Ky., who gave a brief 
esume of the work of the “matchless 
pader’ and his remarkable exploit of 
ringing a united Italy out of the 
-haos which followed the world war. 
Joolan was the principal speaker at 
ihe regular monthly meeting of the 
‘lub which was attended by approxi- 
nately 150 people. President Rembert 
Marshall presided. 

The speaker sketched briefly the 


- “ast history of Italy, pointing out that 


ince the days of the “grandeur that 
was Rome,” it had not been a unit and 
the people had been hopelessly divid- 
ed. Cavour did much to offset this, 
@ declared, but with the start of the 
var, Italy found herself vacillating 
‘TOM Ony side to the other and she was 
criticized all over the world for trying 
to the winning side to join. 
Deserts Socialists. 
Tt was at this point that Mussolini 
came forward,” Mr. Doolan declared, 
“and it seemed nothing short of provi- 
dential that such a man of destiny 
should be on hand at this time. A rad- 
ical socialist, he saw the trend of so- 
cialism around him, deserted their 
ranks and became a convert to natien- 
alism. In his own words, he was 
henceforward “desperately Italian,” 
and by no means of a small newspaper 
which he started, was almost single- 
handedly responsible for Italy joining 
the cause of the allies. What the result 
of this great struggle would have been 
without his influence, no one knows.” 
With the close of the war, Musso- 
lini's work was just beginning,” Mr. 
Doolan went on, and the organization 
of the fascists occurred in 1919. The 
necessity for this was brought about, 


_ hie explained, by the fact that Italy 


was not satisfied with the results of 
the Versailles treaty, and that the gov- 
ernment was going from bad to worse. 

“In 1922,” he stated. “there were 
500,000 fascists and 100,000 of these 
‘marched on Rome’ and a few days 
later, Mussolini was made premier and 
later practically took over the govern- 
ment in his own hands.” 

Dosed With Castor Oil. 

The work of the “black shirts” was 
not entirely lacking in humor, Mr. Doo- 
lan explained, and very often, red agi- 
tators Were liberally. dosed with castor 
oil in order to purge them of their 
radical ideas. Then, too, socialist 
mayors were called on by members of 
the fascists’ organization who made it 
-lear to them that due to their “ill 
health,” it would be better for them to 
resign, 

“Mussolini's life and _ inspiration 
have worked wonders with the Italian 
people.” Mr. Doolan declared. “He has 
fired them with new zeal and by link- 
ing up the Italy of today with the 
Rome of many years ago has given 
them a new lease on life and a desire 
to work out their own salvation.” 

In conclusion. speaking of the dur- 
ability of the Mussolini regime, Mr. 
Doolan declared that “fascism is a 
faith and where the people have em- 
braced it as such, no one can predict 
how long it will be in existence.”

As Cars in 1938, 
Ford Predicts 


_ Washington, December 14.—( United 

News.)—Henry Ford, billionaire au- 
tomobile manufacturer of Detroit, 
drew aside the veil of the future to- 
day and gave his ideas of the aero- 
nautical world in 1938 when, he pre- 
licted, airplanes may become as com: 
mon as automobiles were 10 years 
ago. ! 
Stopping for a few minutes while 
en route to the international civil 
aeronautics convention, the automo- 
bile manufacturer disclosed his ideas 
on the progress of aviation within the 
next decade. 

Ford pictured huge airplanes hum- 
ming through countless air lanes <:o 
all sections of the country; traffic 
lanes in the air set aside for craft of 
various speeds; airplanes equipped 
with oil burning engines; gigantic 
commercial craft built like dirigibles 
but with the wings of an airplane. 

The vision of the man who popu- 
larized the automobile saw all of these 
things for aviation. 

“There is no limit to the size an 
airplane may be built,’ Ford said. 
“Construction of gigantic machines, 
capable of carrying from 25 to 30 
passengers and mail and express is 
mechanically possible. 

“Large machines, rather than the 
flivver type, will be the dominating 
influence in aviation of the near fu- 
ture. We have dropped our experi- 
ments with the small, individual plane 
and are devoting our attention to the 
production of larger machines.” 


FRENCH CHAMBER 
RAISES DEPUTIES’ 
PAY 11,000 FRANCS 


Paris, December 14.—(®)—The 
chamber of deputies at an all-night 
session completed work on the 1929 
budget, which was passed by a final 
vote of 460 to 120. 

The budget provides for receipt 
of 45,415,131,743 franes and expen- 
ditures of 45,369,183,966 frances, leav- 
ing a balance of 45,947,777 frances. 

One of the chamber’s last acts was 
to raise the salaries of members of 
parliament from 49,000 to 60,000 
frances. This raise carried with it the 
provision that after the election no 
member of parliament might accept 
“a position as an officer or director or 
any other executive position with any 
financial, industrial, or commercial 
company. If such a position were 
accepted, the member must immediate- 
ly resign from parliament.

Judge Borah, nephew of Senator 
William E. Borah, of Idaho, leader 
of the dry forces in the United States 
senate, made the ruling in the case of 
Mrs. Edna Heidingsfelder, convicted 
of possessing and selling home brew. 

Her counsel, Clarence Dowling, ar- 
gued that the police had violated the 
fourth and fifth amendments of the 
federal constitution by searching the 
house without a warrant and that 
since the police were acting in the 
role of federal officers they should be 
jamenable to federal regulations. 

“Not at all,”’ Judge Borah replied. 
“They were not acting as federal 
agents. They made the case indepen- 
dently, and wirhout the cooperation 
of the federal officers, in their status 
as police officers. There is no evidence 
to show collaboration with govern- 
ment agents. Therefore there is no 
reason why their testimony should not 
be heard in a federal prosecution. 

“The United States supreme court 
has ruled on this. If during the re- 
mainder of the trial evidence is ad- 
dluced to show cooperation in this case 
between the police and _ prohibition 
agents, I will change the ruling.” 

Mrs. Heidingsfelder was sentenced 
to six months on the charge and was 
given an additional 18 months on two 
former suspended sentences. 


FINAL REPORT MADE 


Washington, December 14.—())— 

Inspection of the steamship Vestris by 
government agents prior to its sinking 
last month was defended as entirely 
thorough and complete in a report to- 
day by Dickerson N. Hoover, head of 
the steamboat inspection service, to 
Secretary Whiting. 
_ The crew of the ship failed, in the 
inspector general's opinion, to get 
away lifeboats and take other action 
that might have saved more of the 
passengers. 

| Inspector’s Findings. 

“When it was seen that the ship 
was doomed, the master was forced 
to use his next line of defense,” In- 
spector General Hoover said after ex- 
plaining the failure of the ship’s pumps 
tc keep down rising water. 
the use of wireless, subsequent events 
have shown that he delayed too long 
in sending out the S O §S call. He 
had now only the boats upon which 
to depend. Some of the boats on the 
port side, the high side, the weather 
side of the ship, were gotten away 
with difficulty because of the list of 
the ship, the boats coming into con- 
tact with the side of the ship and, in 
some instances, resting upon the side 
of the ship as the list increased. 

“Five boats were gotten away from 
the starboard side of the ship, but 
no systematic effort was made to get 
the passengers into these boats. The 
reason given is that the list and the 
difficulty of getting the passengers 
across the deck, but there was evi- 
dence through all this period of the 
absence of a strong directing hand 
and it is this absence of discipline 
at this time that explains the imme- 
diate cause of the large loss of life 
in this disaster. 


Failing of Gear. 


* 

“Some reference has been made to 
the releasing gear failing to function, 
but it is reasonable also to suppose 
with the lack of discipline that was 
apparent at this time that the crew 
apparently were entirely unfamiliar 
with the use of the gear. 

“The thing that stands out most 
prominently in this disaster and the 
lesson first to be learned is that we 
must hereafter stress men more than 
things. Without desiring to unneces- 
sarily reflect upon the officers of the 
Vestris, it must be apparent to any 
one with an open mind and approach- 
ing this disaster in a detached man- 
ner that the officers of this ship do 
not seem to measure up to the stand- 
ard that we would expect to be present 
in a British ship. We must have in 
mind, therefore, so far as the steam- 
boat inspection service is concerned, 
that first of all we must insist upon 
competent officers . In this Brit- 
ish ship the steamboat inspection servy- 
ice had no contro] over the ship's of- 
fieers. . . . It is manifest that mem- 
bers of the crew of the Vestris were 
not well trained in lifeboat drills.” 


Recommendations Made. 


Hoover recommended a number of 
changes in regulations and law to in- 
crease safety at sea, and said their 
necessity was demonstrated by the 
Vestris disaster. The report summed 
up the findings -im ‘the inquiry made 
in New York by Hoover and Walter 
Brown, assistant secretary of com- 
merce. 

The recommendations included pro- 
vision of rafts in addition to boats: 
enlargement and betterment of pumps 
to remove water due to hull leaks an 
other causes; improvement of devices 
ifor launching lifeboats; making gov- 
ernment inspection more minute and 
extensive; 1evision of admiralty law, 
which now limits liability of ship own- 
_ers for loss of life among passengers.

KIDNAPED SENORITAS 
STILL HELD CAPTIVES 


Mexico City, December 14.—(4)— 
The fate of 22 of the prettiest young 
women of Jocotepec who were said 
to have been kidnaped by bandits a 
week ago still was undetermined to- 
night. Latest reports from the state 
of Jalisco said merely that federal 
troops were in pursuit and the war 
department here declared it had no 
official report of the incident. 

Although the war department be- 
lieves the reports were exaggerated 
the returning travelers insist that 
the kidnaping was on 4a wholesale 
scale and that all Jocotepec is anxious- 
ly awaiting news of the girls. 

Jose Garcia, of Chapala, on his 
arrival here today, said that several 
men from Jecotepec rode into Cha- 
pala on horses late on the night. of 
the: kidnaping and reported it to the 
commander of the military garrison 
but the pursuit of the bandits, who 
numbered about 70, was not begun 
until morning. 

In the tronbled state of Jalisco, 
where federal troops recently began 
an offensive against the bandits and 
insurgents, the carrying away of wom- 
en from towns, together with other 
booty, is not altogether a new thing. 
No great interest in the Jocotepec 
raid has been aroused here. It is 
said that in some eases in the past 
kidnaped women have remained vol- 
untarily with the raiders. Jocotepec 
has about 4.000. population and is 
situated in almost complete isolation 
on the shores of Lake Chapala.

Minneapolis, December 14.—()— 
To eliminate “politics” selections of 
all athletic captains at the University 
of Minnesota hereafter will be made 


by coaches of the various teams. 

The plan, an innovation in the Big 
Ten, was announced by the student 
senate committee on _ intercollegiate | 
athletics at the annual football ban- 
quet Jast night. It came just as 
secret ballots naming the football cap- 
tain for 1929 were to be opened and 
it created a sensation. 

In explaining the move, the senate 
committee issued a statement, which 
read in part: 

“The selection of a captain to:lead 
a Minnesota team in _ intercollegate 
game is so fixed a custom and em- 
braces so much in the way of tradition 
that it is not one to me taken slightly 
or discontinued without thoughtful 
consideration. Yet it is the opinion 
of your senate committee on intercol- 
legiate athletics that the time has 
come when the.interests of the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota and Minnesota’s in- 
tercollegiate competition will be bet- 
ter served by the discontinuance of the 
custom. 

“Accordingly, your committee has 
ruled, as is its prerogative, that in 
the future there will be no election 
of captains of athletic teams at the 
University of Minnesota, but that in 
lieu thereof the head coach in each 
sport will name a captain for each 
game as the season progresses. It is 
thought that this appointment may be 
rotated from game to game in ac- 
eordance with the best judgment of 
the coach—possiblly this ratotion may 
be among seniors who are on the team. 

‘There has come to your committee 
within the past few weeks unim- 
peachable evidence that politics has 
entered into the election which was

Outside influences of a very dangerous 
character, especially the influence of 
fraternities and other organizations 
have been brought to bear in a man- 
ner inimical to the best interest of an 
athletic team representing this insti- 
tution. 

“It is submitted, that if the pres- 
ent situation were continued to a log- 
ical conclusion that we might well ex- 
pect in some future year to have Min- 
nesota players feel as they go into 
a game that they are representing a 
certain fraternity on the field of ath- 
letie sport rather than the University 
of Minnesota in intercollegiate games.”

For Jan. 10 


Majors Successfully Stop 
Move To Alter Rule; Re- 
fuse To Attend. 


Chicago, December 14.—(#)—The 
American and National league club 
owners have played havoc with the 
minor leagues’ hopes of formulating a 
reconciliation program at West 
den, Ind., January 10, 

Instead of lining up with the mi- 
nors’ proposition of a peace méeting 
in January, the majors, in their joint 
meeting here yesterday. turned 
thumbs down on the proposal. As 
the result there will be no meeting 
and the present much-debated major- 
minor agreement will have to do for 
another year. 


Reason Is Given. 


The minors’ failure te outline a def- 
inite plan of reform at Toronto was 
given by the majors. as the reason for 
deciding against sending a committee 
to the conference. 

They did not give minor league pro- 
ponents of the plan an opportunity to 
explain why there should be a con- 
ference but when the vote was taken 
not a supporter of the minors could 
be found among the club owners. 

And what is the use of a meeting 
if the most important personage is 
absent, said minor league officials. 

Cal Ewing, owner of the Oakland 
club, of the Pacific Coast league, 
and one of the supporters of a new 
major-minor agreement, said he saw 
no use of convening if only the minors 
were to be represented. 

Thomas J. Hickey. president of the 
American association, said there 
would be no meeting as _ nothing 
would come of it. The American 
association has led the fight against 
the present draft system. 


Questions Revived. 


Although the joint meeting produced 
nothing of.a startling nature, it 
opened some old questions and pro- 
vided fuel for the hot stove league. 

Besides the few trades, releases and 
purchases between the majors. and 
minors and the setting of the open- 
ing and closing dates a week later, 
Commissioner Landis waved his “big 
stick” over the heads of the clubs that 
own “‘farms.”’ He demanded every 
team inform the commissioner of any 
interest it had in clubs of minor 
circuits. 

Commissioner Landis is said to fa- 
vor the proposal of the minors that 
the majors keep their hands off all 
smaller circuits. 

The commissioner said he was 
pleased with the peace and harmony 
of the joint meeting.

Must Be Voted On. 


While the executive committee of 
the conference last September gave 
the plan approval in principle, it yet 
must be acted upon by the body as a 
whole. Such a decision is due to come 
up at the meeting tomorrow. 

Gregg, in asking for postponement, 
said that as interest in Atlanta natu- 
rally. centered at present around 
Tech’s invasion of Pasadena, that he 
thought a better start would be made 
by waiting a year. The proceeds of 
the game would go to the Scottish 
Rite Hospital for Crippled Children 
in the south. He said, hoewver, that 
medals would be given the players 
this year, just as if they had played. 

Gregg also added that he wished it 
clearly understood that if the confer- 
ence gave approval to the game for 
1930 that it was to be understood that 
no other post-season game would be 
played in which conference players 
would participate. 

Annual Affair. 


“Neither do we want the game un- 
less it is to be granted as an annual 
affair,” he declared. “It wouldn't be 
worth the effort for only one year.” 

At the afternoon session several 
amendments were proposed to the con- 
stitution.

Disearding a formal written speech 
as “too stilted,” Dr. Wilce asked per- 
mission to. “grow mellow for just a 
few minutes and I will talk as I have 
never talked before. 

“I want to apologize for a pose 1 
have worn for 16 years,” he said. 
“All the time I have seemed to have 
less confidence in my ability than I 
really had. I am not apologizing for 
things done in a coaching way, and 
I say this not in egotism, but you 
have had in all these 16 years as 
good a coach as there is in the con- 
ference. 

“IT Jeave the football situation at 
Ohio State convinced more firmly 
than ever before of the soundness of 
the policy there during the past 16 
years. I can point to half a dozen 
conference games-we could have won 
had we wished to change our poli- 
cies. 

Dr. Wilce reviewed each of his 16 
seasons at Ohio State, the high spots 
and the low. He told of the fight 
to establish Ohio State in the western 
conference; the “Harley era” from 
1916 to 1919, age of Ohio State's

Assets totaling $160,000,000 were 
listed by the two banks. The new 
bank, the latest of a series of con- 
solidations among Chicago banks, will

Joseph Otis, president of the Central 
Trust company, was chosen president 
of the merged institution. GC. Sa. 
Howard, of Marfield, president of the 
Bank of America, will be chairman of 
the new bank’s executive committe. 
M. EF. Greenbaum, chairman of the 
board of the Bank of America, will be 
vice chairman of the combined direc- 
torate. 

Mr. Dawes’ active assumption of his 
new duties will not take place, it was 
announced, until after his retirement 
from the vice presidency March 4. 

The Greenebaum Sons’ Investment 
company, formerly operated in con- 
nection with the Bank of America, 
will not be affected by the banks’ 
merger. Until two years ago the two 
concerns were under one management 
known as the Greenebaum Bank and 
Trust company. 

Combined desposits of the Consoli- 
dated banks will total approximately 
$160,000,000. A eapital stock of 
$10,500,000, representing $8,000,006 
from the Central Trust company, will 
be listed. Stockholders of the Bank 
of America will receive $2,500,000 in 
stock, share for share for their pres- 
ent holdings. 

The new bank will occupy the quar- 
ters to be vacated by the Continental 
National Bank and Trust company, 
whose merger with the Illinois Mer- 
chants’ Trust company was announced 
several months ago.

AS LAST MOVE: FALS 


Slayer of Police Chief Calm 
as He Mounts Scaffold at | 
Magnolia, Miss. 


Magnolia, Miss., December 14.—(?) 
With excessive smoking the only out- 
ward sign of nervousness, Robert 
Percy Lofton went to his death on 
the gallows today calmly and silently. 

He mounted the scaffold unaided, 
looked out over the spectators while 
guards strapped his arms and legs, said 
he had nothing to say and died while 
a Baptist minister recited the twenty- 
third psalm. 

His execution closed one of the most 
persistently fought legal battles in the 
history of Mississippi's jurisprudence. 
Five times he was saved from the 
deadly rope and today almost simul- 
taneously with the springing of the 
trap another judge ruled against an 
injunction sought by his attorneys to 
stay the sheriff's hand. 

Lofton paid the death penalty for 
shooting down J. E. Westbrook, Me- 


1926, in a rooming house where he 
went to arrest him for passing a 
forged check on a merchant. Lofton 
pleaded that he did not know West- 
brook was a police chief and appealed 
his original sentence of death to the 
United States supreme court. 

While awaiting the court's decision 
he broke out of jail. rambled over the 
United States and Europe and wound 
up in a jail at Calgary, Canada, with 
a four-year sentence for’ burglary. 
While serving this sentence he was 
identified and the Canadian authori- 
ties turned him over to Mississippi. 

A new date was set for the hang- 
ing, but the governor granted him 
four reprieves to permit various ap- 
of insanity. He lost all of the ap- 
Lofton watched the court proceed- 
indifferently, and said he was 
prepared to die. He turned from an 
Aethist to a Baptist and spent much 
of his last hours in prayer and Scrip- 
ture reading.

N. Y. TABLOID EXPOSES HIS “SPORTING AFFAIRS” :: 
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Cries “Lies; To Sue Paper 


Macon, December 14.—(Special.)— 
John D. Walker, held in Bibb county 
jail on charges of embezzlement of 
$9,000 in Sparta municipal bonds, 
Friday said that he would sue a New 


-York tabloid newspaper -for $100,000 


for “a batch of lies” printed about 
his business dealings with his nephew, 
Walk Miller, late prize fight promo- 
ter. 

According to the article Walker 


took offense at, he was. familiarly 
known around Madison Square Gar- 
den and in prize fight circles as 
“Uncle Dave’ Wynn. The article 
states that he received $15,000 a year 
from Miller, which Walker denies. 

In the New York newspaper it 
was stated’ that Walker's ar- 
rest was occasioned by his activity 
in trying to establish the fact that 
Miller was slain at Eddyaville, N. Y 
gymnasium, last September, instead 
of having committed suicide, which 
was the verdict of police investiga- 
tors. 

The article contained a lengthy re- 
cital of the events that were alleged 
to have occurred during the residence 
of Walker and his wife in New 
York and their association with Mil- 


ler. 

Walker was _ familiarly known 
around Madison Square Garden and 
in prize fight circles as “Uncle Dave’’ 
Wynn, the article states. It was also 


stated that he received $15,000 a vear 
from Miller. Following Miller's death 
Walker received a mysterious tele- 
phone call. The speaker said, “If 
Uncle Dave keeps talking we know 
somebody who is still hunting for John 
D. Walker,” it is reported in the 


newspaper. 

Although “Mr. and Mrs. Wynn,” as 
Walker and his wife were known. 
hastily removed from their apartment 
on QOne-Hundredth street to a new 
location at Great Neck, L. I., where 
they used the name of “Mr. and Mrs. 
John Stewart,” their idenutity was 
soon discovered hy government agents, 
the article states, 

The description of the arrest is 
given in the article as follows: “On 
November 22, it being a fine morning, 
‘John Stewart’ left his Great Neck 
cottage to take his morning walk. On 
the veranda his wife straightened his 
muffler and gave him a kiss. The 
‘federal operative came from a nearby 
hedge and followed the stroller. ‘John 
Stewart’ felt a hand on his shoulder. 

“‘*Hello John D. Waiker. Some 
folks want to see you down in At- 
lanta,’ he told the surprised man, 

Walker declared Thursday morning 
that Miller had not given him $15,000 
a year. 

“He loaned me $12,000 once,” he 
stated. “His widow, Annette, is the 


cause of all this publicity. ‘Walk’ 
told me to pay this money to his 


mother and sisters and not give it to 
her and that is what's back of it all.” 

Walker is located in the county 
jail as comfortably as possible under 
the conditions. He occupies an entire 
cell and has much smoking material, 
eandy and other delicacies which were 
given by friends. Most of his time is 
spent in writnig. He told a news re- 
porter that he intended to write a book 


during his confmement. His trial will 
»%t come up until the next term of 
federal court here next May. 

Early Thursday le received a let- 
ter that had been forwarded from 
Savannah, where it had been received 
by an official in the marshal's office. 
The letter was from Mrs. Frances H. 
a mother of Walker’s second 
wife. 

“This shows what they believe and 
I know that their beliefs will be jus- 
tified,” he stated. 

The letter from his mother-in-law, 
addressed to the marshal’s office was 
as follows: 

“Please find herewith check for our 
splendid Mr. John D. Walker. 

“Please extend to him my faith, 
Ave ané sympathy. Tell him patience 
has its reward, and that I am believ- 
ing in his ultimate vindication. 

“I believe he is innocent of the 
charges. To be a criminal, to ever 
have been one, is far removed from 
anything pertaining to J. D. W. 

“With thanks to you for your kind- 
ness, and love an faith to Mr. Wal- 
ker. Sincerely your friend, 

“FRANCES H. HOOK.” 

“This is not the only letter of its 
kind I have received’ recently,” 
Walker declared. “I am proud to 
know that they believe me to be fn- 
nocent and with God as my judge I 
will be acquitted when I am brought

Mrs. Hundley was 
shot twice through the head, alse 
from behind, and once through the 
heart.

Mrs. Olga Karser, a neighbor of the 
elder Hundley, testified at the in- 
quest she heard shots Wednesday 
night and that the lights in the fa- 
ther’s home were extinguished short- 
ly afterwards. : 

She heard someone running past 
her home, coming from the direction 
of the elder Hundley’s place toward 
that of his son. The party ran so 
close to her house he tumbled against 
a radio ground wire. On the path tak- 
en by the runner, Sheriff lanigan 
found several slips of paper, presumed 
to have been dropped in flight. One 
paper dated December 5 was a notice 
of the termination of partnership of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. C. Hundley with Vic- 
tor Hundley in the coal business he 

nducts here. Another paper was a 

nk deposit slip, the back of which 
bore computations of interest on a 
loan, the principal and _ interest 
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amounting to $532. This was in the 
handwriting of Mrs. Luella Hundley 
and at the top of the paper was the 
abbreviated name “Vick.” 

Shirt Had Stains. 

A khaki shirt seized in the home of 
Victor Hundley had stains on the 
coat and sleeve. The owner admitted 
he had worn the shirt on Wednesday 
denied he had been out of the 
house afetr 6:30 p. m., except when 
he was awakened by the policemen and 
led them to his father’s house. 

Iiis wife, Mrs. Ida Hundley, ex- 
plained the spots by saying her hus- 
* fay had been quail hunting on Mon- 
day. 

Under questioning Victor Hundley 
offered a different explanation and 
said his shirt became spotted when 
he lifted the bodies of his step-mother 
and father in the presence of the two 
policemen. These two, however, said 
they did not see him lift the bodies. 

Third degree methods were not used 
in questioning the younger Hundley 
and several times he did not answer 
questions put to him by the authori- 
ties. 

“Nothing is troubling my soul,” he 
declared more than once. 

He said he had owned a .45-calibre 
Colt revolver. No such weapon had 
been found in either home. Victor 
Hundley said he lent the Colt revolver 
to his father three weeks ago “to do 
some shooting in Florida.” He slept 
with this pistol under his pillow,” the 
son said. But it was not found there.

Washington, December 14.—(4)— 
The house received from its appropria- 
tions committee today the third of the 
nine big annual supply measures, that 
for the agriculture department, pro- 
viding $143,148.047, a decrease of 
$565,246 from the total of the current 
year, 


get estimates for next fiscal year the 
committee adhered to its policy of 
trimming original recommendations as 


and interior bills. Several million 
dollars were cut from budget pro- 
posals in the latter measures, 

In addition to the $143.148,047, the 
bill reported today provides $11,048,- 
436 for the permanent annual appro- 
priations of the department which 
had been previously authorized and 
require no congressional approval at 
this time. 

Aid fer Highways. 

Among the important items in the 
bill are $74.000.000 for federal aid 
highways. $S98,000 for corn borer 
control, $8,000,000 for forest roads 
and trails, $567,000 fur gypsy and 
browntail moth control, a reappropria- 
tion of $97,120 of an available unex- 
pected balance from pink boll worm 
eradication and $1,440,000 for agri- 
cultural experiment stations. 

A total of $2,780,000 is provided
